increase. I do not find anything now to add to the statements then 
made. 

This increase is more or less general throughout the island, but, as 
stated in my letter above referred to, the large increases noted in a few 
places, of which I took Ponce as the type, can be explained to some 
extent by peculiar local conditions, the figures given for such places 
not accurately representing the real mortality of them.
